Revitalizing 
Holland St. 

The Ainley Group was retained to take 
the Downtown Revitalization Strategy 
implementation plan from concept to 
reality, by coming up with a conceptual 
design for Holland Street East and West, 
from Professor Day Drive to Dissette St. 
Tammy Kalimootoo, Engineer, was in 
Council on Tuesday night to present an 
update on the Conceptual Design, and 
the priorities identified by stakeholders: 
a more attractive streetscape, repairs to 
sidewalks, improved parking supply, a 
shift in focus from vehicular traffic to a 
pedestrian-friendly environment, and 
“providing distinction to the downtown 

The engineers split Holland Street into 
three “segments'! to make it easier to 
consider alternative cross-sections for 
the roadway - although each segment 
has it own unique challenges and 
properties. 

The Western Segment, from Professor 
Day Drive to Church St., has 4 live lanes 
of traffic, a wider right-of-way, but 
narrow boulevards. 

The Downtown core has 2 live lanes, 

2 lanes dedicated to on-street parking, 
and concrete walkways that extend 
to the faces of the buildings. “It’s not 
uncommon, but it is challenging," 
Kalimootoo said. 

The Eastern segment is back to 4 
through-lanes, with very narrow 
boulevard and sidewalks. 

Kalimootoo noted that the background 
study and mapping have been 
completed. The consultants are now 
developing alternative design concepts 
and cross-sections, that range from 
“Do Nothing” - leaving the current 
situation in place, which doesn't solve 
the problems of the downtown or

A record 150 people turned out for the 32nd annual 
Terry Fox Run in Bradford, on September 16. 

They came out to honour the memory of Terry Fox and 
his Marathon of Hope, and to raise money for cancer 
research. And after the 2.5K, 5K and 10K Run/Walk was 
over, they stayed to be part of a community celebration. 

Bradford District High School marked the start and 
finish of this year’s Terry Fox Run, where organizer Elsie 
Kniff reminded participants of the legacy of Terry Fox. 
“His dream was to raise $1 for each Canadian,” she said, 
to fight cancer. It’s a dream that has been surpassed, 
many times over: to date, the Run has raised over $600 
million for the Terry Fox Foundation, which dedicates at 
least 84 cents out of every dollar to vital research. 

The importance of that research was underlined by 
Dr. Peter Anglin, of the Stronach Regional Cancer Care 
Centre at Southlake hospital. He described some of 
the advances of the past few years - like a rare form of 
Leukemia, sent into remission with a single pill. 

“It’s the dollars you raise that make it possible,” Dr. 
Anglin told the crowd. “We’re all in this together. 

“You’re at the front end, raising the money... I’m at the 
back end; I just prescribe the drugs and help out with the 
side effects.” 

The route took runners, walkers and cyclists through 
the Summerlyn Village subdivision. Volunteers on street 
comers cheered on the participants, while messages 
lavement - Courage. Spirit. 

Back at the High School, organizers and 
volunteers arranged a BBQ, refreshments, 
Bouncy castle, face-painting, raffle, 
balloon art by Magic Dudo, Ketdebell 
demos, free massage by Vida Massage, and 
entertainment by a DJ, all of it donated.
